Deserters  Spurn 
Amnesty  Loophole

(CPS)  Laws  and  loopholes  go 
hand-in-hand.  Ford's,  amnesty 
plan  is  no  exception  to  this  pat¬ 
tern.  By  squeezing  through  a 
loophole,  military  deserters, 
unlike  draft  resisters,  can  avoid 
their  alternative  serv.ice 
requirements. 

The  amnesty  program  for 
Vietnam-era  deserters  works  like 
this:  A  deserter  turns  himself  in 
to  the  military,-  pledges 
allegiance  to  the  United  States 
and  promises  to  work  up  to  two 
years  in  a  low-paying  hospital  or 
other  community  job. 

The  deserter  is  then  handed  an 
undersirable  discharge  and 
ordered  to  report  to  his  Selective 
Service  director  for  the  terms  of 
his  alternative  service. 

Yet  if  the  deserter  plays  hooky 
from  his  hospital  job,  the  military 
can't  prosecute  him  because  he's 
no  longer  in  the .  military.  An 
undersirable  discharge  is  the 
deserter's  only  badge  of 
dishonor. 

It  doesn't  pay  for  the  deserter 
to  play  fair,  say  military 
observers.  Even  if  the  deserter 
accepts  the  terms  of  amnesty,  he 
is  still  branded  with  a  social 
stigma.  The  "clemency 
discharge"  is  a  brand  new 
discharge,  created  by  President 
Ford  specifically  for  those 
deserters  who  fulfill  their 
alternative  service 
requirements. 

Any  future  employer  could 
immediately  tag  a  clemency 
discharge  holder  as  a  military 
deserter.  Neither  an  undesirable

nor  a  clemency  discharge 
permits  the  deserter  to  collect 
veteran's  benefits.  Both 
discharges  are  less  than  an 
honorable  discharges. 

The  deserter's  civilian 
counterpart,  the  draft  resister, 
has  his  own  problems.  Instead  of 
a  Selective  Service  director,  the 
draft  resister  reports  to  the  U.S. 
attorney  in  his  district.  If  he 
reneges  on  his  alternative  service 
pledge,  the  resister  faces  federal 
charges,  trial  and  a  possible 
prison  term. 

The  amnesty  loophole,  says  Co. 
Phelps  Jones  of  the  Veterans  of 
Foreign  Wars,  is  a  "natural 
consequence  of  layering  the 
existing  legal  system  with  Ford's 
administrative  mechanisms." 
The  inequities  created  by 
loopholes  "may  open  up  total 
pardon,"  predicts  Jones. 

Total  pardon  is  not  something 
Jones  favors.  A  retired  colonel 
who  spent  30  years  in  the  Army 
serving  In  WWII,  Korea,  and 
Vietnam,  Jones  rejects  Ford's 
amnesty  plan.  The  Veterans  of 
Foreign  Wars  official  statement 
denounces  Ford's  action  as  "a 
gross  injustice  to  those  whe 
served  honorably,  those  who  died 
and  received  wounds,  those  who 
were  so  long  imprisoned." 

Jones  prefers  a  return  to  pre¬ 
amnesty  days,  when  deserters 
and  draft  resisters  faced  court 
martials  and  criminal 
prosecution.  "If  there's  one  thing 
that's  always  worked,"  says 
Jones,  "It's  the  United  States 
system  of  justice. 

In  his  opposition  to  Ford's 


amnesty  plan,  Jones  is  joined  by 
some  strange  bedfellows, 
"Conditional  amnesty  is  totally 
unaccepteable,"  says  a 
spokesman  for  Amex-Canada,  a 
Toronto  group  representing  draft 
resisters  and  deserters  living  in 
exile.  "We  reaffirm  the 
correctness  of  our  resistance  to 
an  illegal  and  immoral  war.  We 
don't  feel  we  should  pay  any 
additional  penalty  at  all." 

Amex  calls  for  a  boycott  of 
Ford's  program.  So  far,  reports 
from  several  border  points  show 
no  indication  of  any  large 
movement  of  men  back  into  the 
country. 

US  Customs  officials  on  the 
New  York-Canadian  border  say 
they  didn't  receive  a  single 
Inquiry  from  draft  evaders, 
deserters  or  their  families  during 
the  first  day  of  the  amnesty 
program. 

By  Sept.  18,  the  Pentagon  says 
it  received  onjy:  22  calls  from 
resisters  or  deserters  requesting 
information- about  the  amnesty 
terms.  Estimates  of  just  the 
number  of  military  deserters 
range  from  the  Pentagon's  12,500 
to  the  New  Republic's  500,000. 

Bruce  Beyer  is  a  military 
deserter  from  Buffalo,  New 
York,  who  works  with  Amex.  The 
amnesty  loophole  holds  little 
interest  for  him:  Beyer 
unequivocabiy  supports  the 
boycott.  "We've  had  a  few  phine 
calls  from  deserters  who  are 
interested  in  sneaking  back 
through  the  loophole,"  says 
Beyer.  "Most  people  aren't."

Where  does  a  person  go  when 
their  car  has  been  hit  while 
parked  on  Campus?  Who  do  you 
see  when  something  of  yours  is 
ripped  off?  I  see  an  unsafe 
condition,  do  I  have  to  write  a 
letter?  The  answer  to  all  three 
questions  and  many  like  them  is 
make  a  report  at  the  Department 
of  Safety  and  Security.  Do  it  right 
then  when  you  first  see  the 
condition  that  you  want  to  report. 
Don't  wait  till  you  have  to  come 
back  to  school  or  some  other  day. 
The  reasons  are  plain.  If  your 
talking  about  a  crime,  to  wait 
means  important  details  and 
facts  will  be  forgotten.  The 
person  who  caused  the  crime  will 
have  time  to  get  away  or  repeat 
his  actions  on  another.  If  its  a 
question  of  safety,  it  could  cost  a 
life  or  a  serious  injury.  To  delay  a 
report  of  something  unsafe  could 
mean  the  Department  can  not  try 


to  correct  the  problem  before 
someone  gets  hurt. 

The  report,  whether  it  is  an 
incident  or  an  accident  report  is 
one  of  the  most  valuable  tools 
that  the  University  Police 
Department  has  to  use.  Most 
reports  can  be  taken  in  a  matter 
of  minutes  and  are  not  too 
involved.  Many  times  it  just 
means  a  phone  call  so  that  an 
officer  can  be  dispatched  to  the 
scene  and  the  report  is  taken 
there.  Reports  are  used  to  locate 
and  describe  unsafe  conditions, 
to  plan  stratagy  to  prevent 
further  crimes,  as  evidence  in 
building  cases,  as  statistics  and 
sometimes  are  Required  by 
insurance  companies.  Mainly 
they  are  used  for  prevention. 
They  are  looked  at  on  the  whole 
and  one  by  one  to  see  how  to 
better  the  system  that  is  designed 
to  serve  and  protect  you.  We  CAN 
DO  this  with  your  help  and  co¬ 
operation.

Movie  Review:  Chinatown

Roman  Polanski's  new  film 
Chinatown  is  an  instant  classic, 
at  once  ranking  with  such  cinema 
classics  as  The  Maltese  Falcon 
and  other  great  detective  films  of 
the  30's  and  40's. 

The  story  in  Chinatown  is 
special,  because  it  keeps  you 
completely  engrossed  to  the  end, 
while  exploring  deeper  themes 
concerning  life  and  human 
character  at  the  same  time.  The 
plot  revolves  around  one  case  in 
the  life  of  a  detective  in  southern 
California,  circa  1935,  played 
here  by  the  incomparable  Jack 
Nicholson.  Nicholson  plays  a  man 
somewhere  in  between 
Humphrey  Bogart  and  Clark 
Gable,  as  he  takes  on  an  unusual 
case.  It  seems,  however  that  the 
client  was  using  a  false  identity, 
and  the  man  who  he  caught  was 
framed.  The  film  is  really  too 


complicatedtosynopsizehere,  but 
the  story  is  just  too  good  to  be 
missed,  so  don't. 

The  film  is  extremely  well  cast, 
because  besides  Nicholson,  there 
is  Faye  Dunaway,  as  the  slinky, 
sleek  yet  suspicious 
heroine/  villain.  Miss  Dunaway 
succeeds  in  this  role  for  a 
multitude  of  reasons:  she  can 
act,  and  well  in  this  case; 
she  looks  the  part,  because  in 
Chinatown  there  is  just  a  sleezy 
feel  that  she  conveys  when  seen 
on  the  screen;  finally,  she  was 
stuck  with  good  dialogue. 
Act/  Director  John  Houston  is 
featured  as  the  father  that 
Dunaway  scorns,  and  shows 
himself,  as  he  has  done  before,  to 
be  a  terribly  capable  actor. 

Nicholson  slowly  sifts  through 
the  facts  and  as  he  does  we  see 
some  characters  torn  down  to  the 
bare  bones  while  others  are 
systematically  brought  into  light. 
In  the  end  tragedy  takes  its  tol  I  on 
all. 


One  of  the  major  factors  in 
Chinatown  is  its  dealing  with 
political  corruption,  which  seems 
appropriate  this  year.  Also 
significant  is  the  fact  that  in  the 
end,  good  does  not  conquer  over 
all. 

The  special  effects  are  done 
beautifully  and  terrifyingly,  with 
two  especially  good  scenes. 
Polanski's  reputation  for  horror 
and  tragedy  comes  thru 
unscathed. 

The  fact  that  Chinatown  is  set 
in  the  1930's  does  not  mean  that  it 
relies  on  nostalgia  for  its 
strength.  The  sets  only 
complement  the  feel  of  the  film, 
and  you  are  so  engrossed  In  the 
story  that  nostalgia  is  one  of  your 
last  worries. 

If  Chinatown  does  not  run  away 
with  at  least  a  handful  of 
Academy  awards  I  will  be 
surprised.  It  is  the  best  picture  of 
the  year  so  far,  and  I  think  it 
should  walk  away  with  the  Oscar 
for  that  category. 


Ah,  yes!  Homecoming!  The 
very  word  makes  us  wander. 
First,  who's  coming  home,  and 
second,  once  who  ever  it  is  has 
been  out  in  the  real  world,  why 
would  they  want  to  come  back  to 
PUCC  at  all?

Chapin  jumps  from  the 
sentimental  to  the  humorous  as 
he  performs  some  really  fine 
tunes.  Chapin's  greatest  attribute 
is  his  ability  to  write  down 
lyrically  some  very  down  to  earth 
ideas.  His  humor  goes  weird  on 
you  after  a  while.  But  the  other 
songs  are  done  nicely.  There's  no 
reason  for  him  not  to  be  as 
popular  as  Jim  Croce  was  even 
though  Chapin's  music  seems  to 
run  a  bit  deeper. 

Eloy-lnside  There's  a  tendency 
to  call  their  music  spacey,  but 
that's  only  because  of  the  cover. 
Eloy's  sound  is  very  original  and 
innovative.  At  times  it  is 
somewhat  reminiscent  of  very 
early  Jethro  Tull.  They  perform 
only  four  numbers  on  the  album, 
but  they're  all  done  well  and 
they're  not  boring  either. 

Centipede-Septober  Energy 
King  Crimson's  Robert  Fripp  had 
this  idea  a  couple  years  ago.  He 
wanted  to  get  one  hundred  people 
in  a  band  and  call  it  Centipede. 


Well  he  almost  managed.  There 
are  fifty  five  people  listed  as 
being  members  of  this  jazzy 
ensemble.  Roy  Babbington  from 
Soft  Machine  and  Elton  Deane 
are  included.  The  other  folks 
were  nostly  people  I'd  never 
heard  of.  It  isn't  like  King 
Crimson  at  all  so  don't  get  fooled 
by  Fripp's  name.

In  May  of  1968  the  "USS 
Scorpion,"  a  nuclear-powered 
submarine  was  lost.

jt  is  a  triangular  area  from 
Bermuda  to  Miami  to  about  200 
miles  east  of  Barbados.  In  this 
area  there  have  been  more 
discrepancies  about  missing 
vessels  than  anywhere  else.

Purdue  Calumet's  recently 
exited  Dean  Carl  Elliott  watched 
the  Pipers  rally  to  their  first 
victory  of  the  season,  as  Tri-State 
(Angola,  Ind.),  which  has  just 
appointed  Elliot  as  chancellor, 
fell  3-1.  Playing  without  two 
offensive  starters.  Bill  Barney 
and  co-captain  Bill  Putney,  the 
first  half  started  slowly  and 
defense  was  to  dominate  the 
period.  17  minutes  into  this  1st 
half,  a  Trojan  broke  away  up  the 
middle  providing  the  host  school 
with  its  only  score  of  the  game 
and  a  1  point  lead  that  held 
throughout  the  half.  Coach 
Carroll's  halftime  'discussion' 
split  a  few  eardrums  and  bruised 
some  egos,  but  the  Pipers  came 
out  blasting  the  second  half  and 
displayed  an  offensive  style  that 
hasn't  been  evident  since  the  1st 
period  of  their  opening  game. 
Bob  Markovich  rammed  home 
the  tying  score  only  five  minutes 
into  the  period.  PUCC  the  wore 
down  the  Trojan  defense  with 
sharp  passing  and  a  superior 
endurance.  Steve  Freeman  put 
Calumet  into  the  lead  20  minutes 
after  the  tie  was  obtained.  Icing 
on  the  cake  was  added  only  one 
minute  later  as  Freeman,  a 
freshman  from  Griffith  with  no 
previous  soccer  experience, 
tallied  again,  becoming  the 
Pipers'  only  multiple  scorer  so 
far  this  year. 

The  victory  promised  of 
greater  things  to  come  this 
season,  as  the  offense  should 
become  more  evident,  sustaining 
the  fine  defensive  work  provided 
by  fullbacks  Mitre  Kutanovski, 
Jack  Waters,  Tom  Stryzinski, 
and  Bob  Jackowski,  as  well  as 
goaltender  Tom  Mihalik.
